This report .further stated "While the French 1.6. seeks to win 
suppor * of imageri— — Agree by cl al ad nr that the A— rlsens fsl led for a long 
time to offer such — Agree sny assistance, the Fiwnch art well aware tbst it is 
impossible to avoid American knowledge oi their operations. Saroly a 
former KOPJAS leader and RADAS, for exasple were impelled from iAJCJ’s organisa- 
tion because they were suspected of working for the American 1.$. In Austria. 
ZAKO has to— lained on several occa si o n s that he do— not have an adequate 
flow of intelligence reports. Source believes that the French officials single 
out ZAJtO's men for direct oootact so that main reports are received directly by 
the French without passing through tne Hungarian staff."

tha XQPJAS* ZAXO aaUMIahad oannacilona with an-Oanaral Parana FARIAS in lata 
19b7# but severed thia connection alnoet completely dua to heavy panetaatlon of 
tha AHUf (Anti<-0alshevl*t Hungarian Liberation Mowui) by pro-Soviet aywpethlsere. 
Aftar Ida break with FARIAS, ZAIO la report ad to have established oonneations bo* 
tw ee n tha KOPJAS and tha Hungarian national Comrittee. Thia allagad affiliation 
haa never bam verified. SAXO ao^vd fro* Kallexfeurg, Auatrla (Brltiah Son#) to 
Ahsan, by Sol bod Hall, Vjrrol, Auatrla (French Zona) in early 19U9* Since hla 
■ova to tha FTeoeh Zona, nmm ona report® have teen received which Indicate thd 
Pranoh IntaUiganoa haa baan flouncing hla activities. S ould this ba true. 

It lilies that tha French era roo a i ring aladlar data to that balng proridad 
3*8* IntaUiganoa by othar IOPJAS wash ere, Tha XGPJAS la p r e s e nt ly aalntalnlng 
a positive IntaUiganoa not within Hungary* Data forthoanliig fro* thia not la 
ralayad ria an intrloata courier eyste* to both ZAAO and to various lialaon 
offloara appointed by U.S, IntaUiganoa Agendas to tho IOPJAS gro u p, ZAXO la 
la all probability also supplying thia data to Franoh intalllgsnca author! tiaa 
at a dear profit.
